Denial won't affect 
FWF suit Jones says 


BELLE GLADE-Florida Wildlife 
Federation director Johnny Jones 
said Tuesday the letter of intent to 
deny the South Florida Water 
Management District's application 
for a backpumping permit does not 
affect the lawsuit his group is 
co-sponsoring in federal court. 

The notice of suit was filed 
several weeks ago and its intent is 
to halt completely the backpump- 
ing of "polluted" canal water into 
Lake Okeechobee by the WMD. 

Three groups originally co-spon- 
sored the suit, bu he said they have 
since been joined by at least 20 
other ve n organizations, 
includihg the National Wildlife 
Federation, the state chapter of 
the Sierra Club, and the National 
Audubon Society. 

“It’s excellent," said Jones after 
hearing of the letter from the 
Department of Environmental Re- 
gulation which intends to deny the 
permit to the WMD. But he said it. 
would not affect the suit at all. "We 
are in the 60-day reply period of 
the suit and unless our attornies 
say it's useless, we won't withdraw 
it.” > 

Jones is confident. the suit will 
be upheld. “The WMD is the only

state agency that. disagrees back- 
pumping is degrading (to Lake 
Okeéchobee).

The Federation director Said the 
violation of the law із, not in 
backpumping itself, but is in the 
pumping of “filthy canal water” 
into the clean water of the lake.

If we can't expect our 
muggers, murderers, burglars and 
rapists to be honest and forthright 
in the filing of financial disclosure 
forms, should we expect better of 
our politicians? 

Now there are a terrible lot. of 
honest politicians who abide by 
every law, financial disclosure or 
otherwise. Then there are some 
that don’t. 

That's the reason I'm -against 
Florida's financial disclosure. act

to keep some good men from at- 
taining office. 

Let me give you a "for in- 
stance." In neighboring Hendry 
County, several fine local busi- 
nessmen sat on the Planning Com- 
mission.

But under thg law, they were 
required to file financial disclo- 


sures in order to serve the publie. 
I can't blame them for resigning 
rather than filing.

Financial · disclosure simply 
won't keep bad men out of office.

The problem with power plays between two big 
bureaucracies is that all too often there are too many 
innocents who get caught in the squeeze.

*.. Cuban sugar officials told Fair- 
banks the Artemisa mill burns the 
cane between 7 and 9 p.m. the day 
before cutting. This mill receives 
cane by rail and truck. Five rail- 
side cleaning-loading stations are 
used. These stations have two 
blower cleaning units, one of 
which can be bypassed. 

Harvester cane moves on'high- 
speed belts in a very thin mat into 
the cleaners. The harvesters load 
some of the cleanest cane directly 
into bob-tailed trucks for delivery 
to the mill. Cane going.to the 
cleaning station is loaded into 
chain net wagons, two per tractor. 
The Cubans said trash normally 
ran around 8 percent, although it 
could be as high as 15 percent dur- 
ing rainy weather, Fairbanks 
noted. 

Fairbanks said in Habena prov- 
ince, where about one million tons 
of sugar is produced annually, 
much of the cane is cut by hand 
and delivered to transfer stations 
by ox cart. Oxen are owned and 
cared for, by small farmers who 
haul their own cane and some of 
the mill's cane. À farmer earns 44 
cents рег 100 arobas -- equivalent 
to hauling 12.5 tons for $4.40.

“The costs - of-- production- and- 
harvesting are considerably below 
ours. But this doesn't mean Cuba 
is more efficient in terms of pro- 
ductiyity than we are," Fairbanks 
:eommented. They have low, labor 
costs because wages and stan- 
dards of living are low. But the 
non-labor costs, energy, machin- 
ery, transporation, etc. are prob- 
ably as high or higher than ours 
because of their apparent lower 
efficiency.” ^ 

"The'state has many costs not 
born directly by the worker, in- 
cluding costs, for medical care, 
housing and-education. It's very 
difficult to compare costs of pro- 
duction between free enterprise 
and,a communist society,” he add- 


“In Cuba today there appears to 
be little reason to pay the workers 
much:because there's very little to 


buy, except food, clothing and the # 


basic necessities of life," said Fair- 
banks. 

One of the more interesting as- 
pects of the tour, Fairbanks said, 
was going through a typical super- 
market located on a dairy com- 
mune village, Only basic types of 
foods, most priced lower than in 
the United States, were available, 
he noted. But some items were 


quite expensive. Butter, for exam- ` 


ple, is:$2.50 to $3 per pound. 
Milk, meat and rice are rationed 

as are several other foods, during 

various times of the year. Each 


* person receives one liter (slightly 
“over one quart) of milk per day 


and five pounds of rice per month. 
Due to their abundance, vegeta- 
bles have to be rationed only dur- 
ing certain months. 

“Refrigeration was very inade- 
quate in the store,” he said. “No 
beef was evident and there were 
no convenience type foods, or 
spices, or cleaning supplies other 
than unwrapped soap. There were 
only 25 items in the store.” 

The Florida group, representing 
the citrus, vegetable, avocado, 
lime and cattle industries, visited 
the Dairy Improvement Center 
which Castro's brother-Ramon is 
in charge of. They spent one 


morning at Cuba's largest sta.. * 


citrus enterprise. 

Fairbanks said the developed 
portion of the 200,000 acre farm is 
crisscrossed east and west with 
wide-paved roads, power lines and 
irrigation mains. Forty-six schools 
have already been built and when 
the project is completed, the farm 
will have 152 schools on it. 

Each school has 500 students 
(250 girls, 250 boys), ages 11-14. 
Students, who say théy accept 
this type of schooling voluntarily, 
work three hours per day, 15 
hours per week im the groves. 
They live in dormitories at the 
school from Sunday night, until 
Saturday morning when they. re 
turn home for the weekend. Fair 
banks learned that the same type 
of schooling is used in the vegeta 
ble and banana enterprises, but 
not in sugarcane. 

Each student takes caré of two 
and a half acres of citrus, which in 
cludes picking, weeding and clean- 
ing the fruit. They do not operate 
equipment or apply chemicals and 
fertilizers. 

At the request of Congressman 
Kelly, the group flew to the Isle of 
Pines to see one of Cuba's grape 
fruit operations, Fairbanks said. 
"We did get to see the grapefruit 
operation but before that our 
guides took us on a tour of the

BELLE GLADE- People .ask, 
What do you do all day in the 
library?" They seem to think that 
the library staff does nothing but 
read magazines between custom- 
ers! 

That's far from true! Even in a 
small library like Belle Glade's, 
there are many different. jobs 
performed by different people. For 
example, did you ever stop to think 
of all the steps the library goes 
through to provide each book you 
check out? 

First, the librarians read book 
reviews in six.or eight different 
magazines to select books we think 
people in Belle Glade will want to 
read- not an easy job since we 
don't see the book before it's 
ordered: Sometimes people help by 
requesting books they've heard or 
read about. We try to have all the 
hest sellers available unless sev- 


eral reviewers say that à certain 
book just isnt worth bothering 
about. 

After the librarians write down 
the information (title, author, 
publisher, price, etc.) about the 
books we want, this information 
goes to а typist. She types an 
order card for each book and a 
letter to the wholesale dealer 
About every two weeks orders are 
mailed for fifty or sixty books. 

When the book comes in, it first 
has to be checked to make sure it's 
all right, it's accessioned. This 
means having certain identifying 
information written lightly іп 
pencil inside the book 

Then it goes to the cataloguer 
who decides what the book is about 
and what Dewey Decimal number 
to give it. Of course, the job is 
easier if the book is fiction; she just 
classifie: "Е" (or "SF" for s 
fiction of "M" for mystery or " 
for western).

Taking breath 
is destructive. Destructive Ne- 
shamah expresses the wrath of 
God. It is God's judgment on man 
in action.

We also find that Ruach, or 
wind, or Spirit, is one of the most 
usual ways to describe the pres- 
ence of God among men. Now, not 
the wind,.the Spirit, or Ruach de- 
scribes the presence, not necessar- 
ily the Holy Spirit, but at least the 
presence of God. We find that 
Moses went up into the mountains 
and Ruach, or the wind, seemed to 
be all around him. Ruach is He- 
brew for the presence proclaimed 
by the high poet and philosophical 
mysticisms. William Wadsworth 
wrote while not far away from 
Tendance Abbey, “I have felt a 
presence that ‘disturbed me with 
job of elevated thoughts and sense 
sublime of something far more 
deeply infused. Those swelling 
lights of setting sun. The round 
motion in the living air, the blue 
sky in the minds of men, the mo- 
tions of the Spirit that impels; all 
thinking things, all objects, all 
thoughts, all roles of true things." 
Ruach is a reference to God's 
power as well as presence. This 
may be illustrated by two events 
in which Ruach still means wind, 
although it is wind through which 
God works directly. At the time of 
the exodus, God sent an East 
Ruaeh to bring the locusts of the 
plague, the West Ruach that God 
used to divide the. waters when 
Israel passed over the dry ground 
in Exodus 14:21. The primacy of 
the exodus of Israel's state pro- 
motes Ruach as the mediator of 
God's direct action. In nature and 
history, as late as the time of 
Jonah, Ruach was used in a vivid 
way to establish a relationship 
with man and God, or æ relation- 
ship of God to Man. It is impera- 
tive that we examine the com- 
munication of the Holy Spirit as 
recorded by history. We can find 
this example in biblical history as 
to the sending of.the dove upon 
the baptism of Jesus Christ. 

Next week we will discuss the 
effects resulting from this com- 
munication of the Holy Spirit and
